to a practical Yankee. The water pipes 
are frtizen simply because the Briton shafl 
never profited by hii experience ol j hie 
native winters. Year after year ijhey 
hftve freezing weatiner in London, and 
year after year London'a water p.pee 
freeze, burst, and tWre cometh a water 
famine. 


The Londoners^ [water pipes freeze not 


because the weather is intensely cold, but 
because the pipes are insnfficiently pro- 
tected. Too often they aha left expensed 
,to all the winds that blowl 


Entire diet nets in London, eqi^are 


nulpfl, districts as large as many gsxxl 
sizi.-d Amencan cities, had their w*ter 
'snpply entirely stopped one winter, tni- 
Mgino the inconvenience, even $he dia- 
treas and danger, attending each & cx>n- 
•Jihoc of things! But the fault has been 
with the Londoner, and not with the 
weather. I passed through a diaUict 
thus afflicted one dismal day, and saw 
tbe ^v urkme'n digging up the road to get 
at tho pipes. 
, 


In the street where these operations 


were going on the supply pipes for' all 
the houses (the pipes running in from 
Ihe water mains) were, all laid within a 
foot of the surface of the ground. The 
water was frozen in all the pipes. Eight- 
cf u inches below the surface the frost 
bad not penetrated. But tbe English- 
man deliberately puts his supply pipes 
within reach oft the frost. 


A PRIMITIVE SYSTEM. 


Tho pipes would never freeze if they 


Vere put a few fee,t undent ground, for 
t be frost in London' rarely penetrates th& 
earth more than B. foot or two. 
But the 


Londoner does worse than this—he often 
nna the water pipe up the outside wall 
oF his dwelling, without protection of 
a riy sort. He has another cheerful habit, 
which is fast becoming1 the fashion, and 
\Vhich is now put in practice in all the 
bttter class houses. 


The drain pipes, at any rate those from 


the sinks and banhtubs1 are carried down 
tbe outside walls, with a break at every 
story, where another inlet or outlet is 
made into a small open trough, from 
w hich another pipe lea.Ls down another 
story, and so on to the bottom- where 
tbe water flows into a gutter and thence 
into the sewer. The system fully ac- 
ccjmphshes its object—aewer veiitilation, 
, 


but this could be equally well secured by 
a teas primitive nriHtij^ement, and with 
one tliHt would not frp(-£e in tho winter 
and cover the side of your houses with 
thrty ice.

throughout extensive districts, as at 
Bnxton, at Hampstead a«il other places 
in London town. 


Why not .ay the water pipes deep 


enough? 


If you had ever bvefl; among these 


droll people you would not ask thalTquee- 
tion. Tbe pipes have njever been laid 
deep enough, and therefore never will 
be—not this side pf the millennium. 


Tlie water supply of Londvn is bad 


enough at its best. At fte worst, in the 
winter, it is too bud for ^orda. Nobody 
but these droll people .would tubmit, 
year after year, to the ridiculous system 
ot supply and the outrageous charges. 
But the Briton is a patient soul. He be- 
lieves that whatever he has is the best of 
its kind, and he resents any suggestion

to the contrary. A water supply that 
was good eitough for hia grandfather is 
good enough for him; taoreover, it is 
food enough for you.
